in Jesus’ Name: — 

As Sister Rushin trom Georgia and 
Sister ‘Yingst from Florida are writ- 
ing, I thought that you also would 
like to hear from New York. 

As many of you, dear ones, have 
mever heard how God took me a poor 
Catholic and changed me into a Pen- 
tecostal Church of God missionary I 
thought I would give you my testi- 
mony, to show you the wonderful pow- 
er of Godsthinking perhaps it might 
help some one else. 

I was brought up and educated in 
a large Catholic school in the out- 
skirts of a southern city. When I 
left the school I was what some peo- 





ple thought as solid as a rock in the 
Catholic faith and I was. I soon 
married and my husband brought me 
to Brooklyn, N. Y., where we made 
our home. 

My husband was a backslider, hav- 
ing been saved six years before but 
having no one to care for him he lost 
his way. Things went well until God 
sent a Pentecostal relative into our 
home. My husband had always gone 
to his church on Sunday morning and 
I went to mine. When our duties to 
our churches and what we thought to 
God were over, we spent the rest of 
the day in pleasure seeking, but some- 
how deep down if my heart I was 
hungry. I loved my God, I longed to 
know Him better and I wanted more 
of Him. I’ was most devout in my 
worship never failing to do, every- 
thing and all the church required 
because I had been taught and be 
lieved that my church was ‘the only 
right one and the only one that 
had the power to take »me 
home to heaven. I prayed and sought 
God with my whole being, went to 
confession and prayed and prayed for 
ad r life. All I knew was that 
something was crying out within. 
After fasting and praying I could find 
no. peace because I wanted something, 
what, I did not know or did I know 
how to find it. No one ever spoke to 
me about my soul and I felt thg church 
was right although I was unhappy in 
its arms. I would have turned away 


«but I was-a true Catholic. 


After this relative came tu live with 
us, I soon found him to be different. 
He would spend the whole day on 
Sunday at the meeting house, and 
would never go to picture shows and 
different places with my husband and 
myself and each day after supper he 
would spend the evening reading his 
Bible. I soon came to think that he 
had read.religious books until he was 
turned beyond hope in his head. 

I had always hoped and prayed that 
my husband would become a Catholic 
and that we would some day be one 
in the faith but I soon saw that the 
influence of this young man was tak- 
ing hold of my husband. He soon be- 
gan to go with him to meetings and 
remain away all day on Sundays, 

(leaving me all alone. I was not used 
to this treatment and told my hus 


-. band so. He told me I could come 
with them if I wanted to, but I, true 


to my faith, chose to remain at home 
than sin by going into a Protestant 


- -ebureh. 


» One day on New Years this young 
an fell ill. In spite of him we 
ied a physician who told us he 
could not live. My backslidden. hus- 


that he had forgotten, to save his 
's life but the Holy Spirit, ever 
goon showed him that he must 
‘as a sinner and turn to- God 


which he did. Just as the bells began 
to ring as the old year went out God 
saved him. He arose to his feet a 
new man and I knew it. Soon I saw 
what it was to be saved. 


I went to my pastor about it and 

told him that my husband claimed to 
have a new heart and where he went. 
My pastor promised to see what he 
could do. The next Sunday he in- 
formed me that a_ sect called the 
“Holy Rollers” had my husband and 
he knew he was lost. This went deep 
into my heart. I began to fight for 
my church and my husband and 
things began to go wrong, the peace 
was taken from us. 
I was bearing a heavy load. Time 
after time I went to church and lit 
candle after candle before my patron 
saint that my husband would .be 
brought out of the dreadful trap that 
he had fallen into and for myself I 
sought a deeper knowledge of God. 


One day I-remember going to 
church to confession. On my way I 
thought, ag the snowflakes fell around 
me that February afternoon, how nice 
it would be to be as clean and white 
in my heart. There and then I lifted 
my heart\to God—for the first time 
He spoke to me,’I shall never forget 
it. He showed me that what I was 
about to do was wrong, that to con- 
fess my sins to man was not what He 
wanted me to do. He wanted_me to 
confess them to Him. I entered the 
church but did not go to confession 
or ever again, although I remained 
sometime after this in the church. 

At last it came to the place when 
I heard that my husband was seeking 
for the “tongues” as people called it. 
I told him if he did receive it I would 
leave him that I was finished, he could 
have his “Holy Roller” crowd. He 
told me that he must let God have 
His way with him, that he did not 
want me to return to my father but 
God must have His way. My distress 
knew no bounds, I was heartbroken. 

The Lord in His mercy saw my 
tears and my heart. Thank God, He 
looks on the heart. Day after day I 
sought Him to deliver me from that 
awful religion—not thinking that I 
was doing it all. ” 

Afterwhile a Pentecostal woman 
who had made friends with mé in- 
vited me to go with her to a camp 
meeting. I had been very, very ill. 
She thought the ‘fresh country air 
would do me good. I went. I did not 
go near the Gospel tent but remained 
in my private room with my beads. 
A day or so later I was sitting out- 
side the tent where I could hear. A 
very able preacher was “speaking on 
the baptism. I listened because I 
thought no one saw me. It was 
good, I liked it. God again spoke 
to my soul and told me it 
was fright. By this time ‘the 
altar service had begun and the saints 
were singing. Before I knew what I 
was doing I rose to my feet and _ en- 
tered the tent. I was hungry, so hun- 
gry. and my very being was crying 
out. I reached the straw and no long- 
er saw those that I thought woulda 
laugh at me. I wanted God and I 
Saw only Him. I threw up my hands 
and cried: out, asking Jesus to give 
me it, if it were true, if. not take me 
home. Within fifteen minutes I’ was 
saved, sanctified and filled with the 
Holy Ghost, speaking with dther 
tongues. My old ‘world had passed 
away, all things had become new. I 
went home to a new home, a new 
husband—everything was new. Bless 
His dear name for ever!

4, its Greatness is intensified because 
of the perils of the harvest 


Paul says in the latter days perilous 
times shall come. - We surely are liv- 
ing in the last days. The storm clouds 
of tribulation are rising which will 
Sweep the teeming millions off the 
face of the earth. Distress of nations, 
wars and rumors of wars, volcanic 
eruptions, floods, flames, pestilences, 
famine, death and disease; are but the 
budding of thé leaves which tell us 
that the great day of God’s wrath is 
at hand. 

We are nearing the end of this dis- 
pensation, truly the harvest is great 
because of the danger of the precious 
grain. What is done must be done 
quickly or the harvest will be irre 
parably and eternally lost. Hasten ye, 
reapers, to the harvest, lose no time; 
rich rewards await the faithful toiler 
who labors hard to save the grain. 


SECTION 2, THE REAPERS 
1, The Scarcity of the Reapers 


Our text says the reapers are few. 
We have already shown that if every 


active toiler in the harvest field there 
would probably be 80,000 to each mem- 
ber to be brought into the one fold— 
the Church. y 


2, The inefficiency of the reapers 

Inefficient because of, 
A. Their lack of Interest 

If every memper of the Church was 
an active energetic toiler the task 
would be a stupendous one, a task 
which would stagger the faith of the 
most optimistic worker. When we con- 
sider the few of us who are workers 
at all, and the’ careless indifferent 
way in which we work, we almost 
Shudder as we see the storm clouds 
rising which are sure to destroy the 
grain. To be a good toiler one must 
be intensely interested in harvesting 
the grain before it is wasted. 

B. Their lack of equipment 

In harvesting grain, there: are sev- 
eral different methods and implements 
employed, in use. In some countries 
a simple little one hand hook ‘is used. 
A number of stalks are held in one 
hand while the little hook is slipped 
between the heads and ground with 
the other. It is a very slow way in- 
deed but better, bysfar than no way. 

Another way is by means of a two 
handed cradle swung back and forth 
cutting a swath eight or ten _ feet 
wide by means of fingers on the 
scythe. The grain is taken off in 
bundles, a much faster way of reap- 
ing. Another method is by means of a 
large reaper propellei by a motor 
leaving the straw and chaff scattered 
over the ground and the grain sacked 
and tied ready for the trucks to carry 
to the granaries. It is the same way 
with us in the Lord’s harvest. Some 
go out to gather in the grain without 
the necessary equipment and gather in 
a meager way with the little hand 
hook of justification while others get 
unter the blood and get sanctified and 
are able to swing the scythe and gath- 
er more, while still others tarry at 
Jerusalem till they are endued with 
the ‘power of tlie mighty Holy Ghost 
and like the harvester with the great 
reaper, swing out into the harvest 
field with unbounded possibilities and 
gather in an abundance of grain. 
Reapers, tarry till you are equipped 
with the power of the Holy Ghost. It 
means much to you. 


C. The reapers are ‘inefficient be 
cause of their lack of training 


A man might be ever so. well 
equipped and then not be able to op 
erate his machinery successfully and 
destroy as much grain as he gathers. 
He might be in possession of a great 
harvester drawn by a powerful motor 
and not be able to control and govern 
/ his power and suffer great loss if not 
disaster. 

I remember when 1 was a boy of 
picking up a scythe while the harvest- 
er was taking dinner. I made one lick

SECTION 3, PRAYER 


Prayer is the key to the situation. 

Our text reads,“Pray ye therefore 
the lord of the harvest, that he would 
send forth laborers into his_harvest.” 

We wish to notice four reasons 
Why we should pray. 


1, The harvest is the Lord’s and He 
must send forth the laborers 


God must send them. A man who 
is not sent by the Lord will not make 
a@ good reaper. The harvest is the 
Lord’s and He would have no right 
there unless employed by the Lord of 
the harvest. Be sure God has called 
and sent you into the harvest—no 
others will succeed. 


2, Prayer stimulates Interest 
one who prays 


in the 


Prayer begets interest and interest 
begets prayer. 

We pray most for the people and 
things we are most interested in. 
When we cease to pray for men we 
lose.interest in them. When we lose 
interest in men we cease to pray for 
them. 


When Jesus got ready to send out 
missionaries He called a prayer meet- 
ing. He did not send them right into 
the work. He didn’t even intimate 
that He wanted them to go. He just 
called them to prayer and mentioned 
the object of their prayer. 

In my imagination | can hear them 
as they waited before the Lord, 
saying, “Oh God, these precious 
souls will be eternally lost unless 
some one goes to their rescue. Lord, 
send forth laborers into this needy 
world to tell lost men of their need 
of salvation.” As they continued in 
prayer I see the tears streaming from 
their eyes. Finally the vision of a 
lost world lies with such weight on 
their hearts, that ‘they -begin to say, 
“Lord, here am I; send me.” Imme 
diately every ‘one of them are called 
and commissioned to the job. People 
who pray are interested; people who 
pray are given employment. Prayer- 
ful people are always busy people. 


8, Makes one feel their inability and 
need of equipment 


It is while.in prayer that we feel 
our dependence on God for help. 
Prayer will give us a vision of our 
weakness and God’s greatness. Pray- 
er will send us to the power house 
where we will be fully equipped. for 
service. Jesus said, “Tarry * * * until 
ye be endued with power from on 
high.” Brother, it is your blessed 
privilege-to go forth in the power of 
His might to do service for Him, if 
you will only apply yourself and obey 
His command and tarry for the bless- 
ed Holy,Ghost. You need His mani- 


en us to profit withal. Paul said that 
he would not come with enticing 
words but in demonstration and pow- 
er of the spirit.

The steamship Co.,‘forwarded the 
order on to us from Vancouver. This 
is all I have received from America 
and Ina has only received $5.35. Broth- 
er and Sister Johnson haven’t re 
ceived any thing. I received a 
gift of $25.00 ,(Chinese) from 
friends here in China, then we re 
ceived another gift of $80.00 (Chinese 
dollars.) My husband’s salary for 
October is all used up and today is 
Nov. 1, and we have bills and no mon- 
ey tp meet'them. He can’t possibly 
help us any from his November sak 
ary as he has obligations that lhe 
must meet. 

I am sure I don’t understand why 
there is this long silence from the 
homeland. It is just like it was be 
fore I went home, yet I feel had my 
article gotten in the paper whieh 
came out before Foreign Mission day 
the offerings would have been larger 
in September and there would have 
been some for us over and above the 
Foreign Mission -debt, otherwise, I 
fear they wiil lose the little stirring 
they may have received by another 
Foreign Mission day ° 

Looking at conditions in the natural 
and comparing things with our for- 
mer experiences we haven’t much 
encouragement to continue. Unless 
there is sométhing done for us at the 
Assembly I am .afraid when the dear 
ones return to their homes they wi 
not be in a position to do much— 
even though the pastors should take 
up a collection for Foreign Missions 
the second Sunday in November. 
Doubtless, many will be moving to 
their new charges etc. Then when 
Foreign Mission day comes in Jan- 
uary there will not be much as most 
people spend all they can at Christ- 
mas time. 

In view of all this we shall begin 
fasting and praying out here for God 
to put a Foreign Mission spirit upon . 
each one at the Assembly that will ex- 
tend down into their pocket beeks 
and accomplish something worth 
while out here. .We must do, this or 
we shall have to quit. 

We are holding on and trying te 
believe God in the face of every thing.

It is with a heavy heart that I pen! 
you, dear ones, these few lines. 

It is now two months since we ar-| 
rived back in China. During this time 
we have only received about $11.00 
from the Church at home. Every one 
who reads these lines know that we 
can do very little with that amount. 

I traveled many miles with my lit- 
tle children while in America and 
was often weary and sick, yet I felt 
I could not stop. I felt I owed it to 
you, dear ones, to visit as many church- 
es as possible and tefl you about your 
work over here.—You will remember 
that I told you if you did not take it 
up and send means and missionaries 
that it could not continue—that the 
need was very urgent. 

I have had many articles in the 
Evangel about the needs from time to 
time but for some reason or other 
you, dear ones, seem to have forgot- 
ten us altogether. Don’t feel that we 
are too far away. Because, of the dis- 
tance you should communicate with 
us all the oftener. 

The new missionaries look to me 
more or less, the Chinese churches 
are looking to me, the _ brethren 
are looking to me and my hus- 
band, too, is disappointed that there 
seems so little response from the 
Church at home. ‘ ° 

My husband feels like he made a 
sacrifice to send the children and me 
home and to be separated from us £0 
long. Then he has worked so hard 
these years to sustain the work out 
here and now to have to stand by and 
see it go down and let other denom- 
inations take it over, jt is hard! 

I felt I should write you these few 
lines although, recently, I have felt 
that I had nothing more'to write. I 
‘vrote and wrote before I ever went 
home and the response was so small 
I finally went myself and did all I 
could with speech and perm to wake 
up you dear ones and since, I have 
written several times. Now, I feel

It is a great burden to my dear hus- 
band but God, who is mighty and has 
led and looked on, sees all and surely 
He will bring victory. 

OH, SURELY you did do something 
for us at the Assembly! If help would 
only reach us before these places are 
closed! It will mean ‘much to open 
up again. 

We were to begin'a class with the 
women here in the Tsinanfu church 
this week teaching them the Phonetic 
script so they can read their Bibles 
but it means so much to keep encour- 
aged and go on. The new mission- 
aries have been trying to study the 
language but they have had no mon- 
ey to buy books or hire a teacher. I 
bought one book on credit but my 
credit has been almost strained to the 
last notch, I fear. 


Well, dear ones; I know that some 
of you have done what you could and 
are standing by us’ with your offer- 
ings, faith and prayers, but when I 
read in the Evangel of churches which 
I visited while in America, at great 
expense and inconveniences, giving 
only $1.35 and $1.50 in the Foreign 
Mission offering, it looks like I would 
have helped the cause more financially 
not to have gone home to America 
after all. 


If you send the money to Head- 
quarters we shall get it but they 
certainly cannot send it to us if they 
do not receive it from the churches. 
May God help us! 

Dear-ones, have mercy upon us and 
give us another opportunity to do 
something toward carrying out our 
Lord’s last command—to preach this 
Gospel to all the world.

Peace From God, Our Father and 
From the Lord Jesus Christ: 


“Blessed be God, even the Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of 
mercies, and the God of all comfort: 
Who comforteth us in all our tribu- 
lation, that we may be able to comfort 
them which are in any trouble, by the 
comfort wherewith we ourselves are 
comforted of God. For as the 


sufferings of Christ abound in us, 
so our consolation also abound- 
eth. by Christ. And whether 


we be afflicted, it is for your conso- 
lation and salvation, which is effectual 
in the enduring of the same sufferings 
which we also suffer: or whether we 
be comforted, it is for your consolation 
and salvation. And our hope of you 
is steadfast, knowing, that as ye are 
partakers of the sufferings, so shall ye 
be also of the consolation.

We have been two months in a 
foreign land and we have received 
only one little offering from the home 
land. Dear Florida saints, do you re- 
member the Wimauma camp meeting 
last June? Do you remember me? 
Surely, you remember Sister Rushin 
with her babies who came home to 
America to stir the Church of God for 
Foreign Missions? How she came to 
Florida to stir you, how she preached 
and prayed until she got ohe mission~ 
ary to go back with her? You all do 
not know how much that one mission- 
ary cost her and, dear ones, it makes 
me melt and want to fall to my face in 
humility and love to think of it. You 
know how her dear babies suffered 
with sore eyes. Little Joel’s eyes are 
not strong yet and both Sister Rushin 
and Joel have suffered with sores on 
their legs until just a short time ago. 
As we talk over those times it fills our 
eyes with tears, yet at that time I was 
one of the happiest there. When I 
went to the Wimauma camp meeting 
I didn’t know that it would be per- 
haps, a number of years before I 
would attend another one. 


Now, I wonder if you dear ones 
thought of us out here, while you were 
enjoying the blessings of the Lord at 
the October camp meeting? We are 
hoping to hear from you soon about 
the meeting. I am sure dear Brother 
Anderson did his best to stir up your 
pure minds by way of rememberance. 


Then, here we are at Assembly 
time. You have only two days more. 
We have been praying and fasting that 
the Lord would move you all to do 
something. You have put it on the 
other brother and sister long enough. 
According to the Minutes of the last 
Assembly there are a little over two 
thousand members in Florida. By 
this time there must be several hun- 
dred more. Dear ones, wake up and 
do your bit in this LAST GREAT 
CONFLICT against the hosts of evil, 
“A WAKE, awake; put on thy sfrength, 
O Zion.”

Oh, dear ones, if you could have 
Zone with Sister Rushin and the chil- 
dren and me as we went to the coun- 
try by faith, rode on a wheelbarrow 
over bumpy roads all day in the 
hot sun and come back early on a frosty 
morning to take the slow train back 
to Tsinan, you surely would do some 
thing for us. Could you have taken 
the trip with us third class, sitting on 
your baggage piled on the floor in a 
box car like coach, filled with evil 
smelling tobacco smoking Chinese? 
You wouldn’t wait for Foreign Mission 
day to come and then forget to take 
your offering but you would sit right 
down and write us an encouraging 
letter and send a dollar bill or two. 
We can get almost two Chinese dollars 
for a good old American dollar bill 
and too when Foreign Mission day 
comes, remember that all helping to- 
gether would swell the offering till the 
other churches would be ashamed and 
the devil would have to run. 


I want to tell you about Hsueipei 
in my next letter. It is our oldest 
‘work and best established but the 
Chinese, on their own faith, went ahead 
and put upnew buildings and have 
a debt of fifteen hundred dollars on 
it. They have a boy’s school and the 
Chinese themselves have been béar- 
ing the burden of the debt and paying 
the interest by selling imported stuffs 
on market day. I feel that the Lord 
would have me take over the work at 
Hsueipei and go live out there. Now, 
dear ones, as I am your missionary I 
am sure that my work is your work 
and you will rally to the call and save 
the fort. ‘It is the only work in that 
part of the country and we can win 
them all for the Church of God. 
Halleluiah! 


Besides the debt on this place we 
must have a house put up for foreign- 
ers with wood floors, glass windows 
and foreign furnishings for the mis- 
sionaries. Dear Brother and Sister 
Edwards of Kentucky expect to be 
with us by spring and I want them to 
go to Hsueipei with me. I must have 
everything ready for them when they 
come. It takes so much time to fit 
up a home to live in—away in a for- 
eign land 3 

We are still struggling along here 
in Tsinan but, you dear ones have all 
been asleep. Winter is setting in and 
the needs are‘many. We are anxious 
to be able to spend whole days studying 
the language and then to work 
among the Chinese. I have only 
got a start but find it easy and in- 
teresting. We have only a few more 
years to labor, watch and pray till 
Jesus comes then we will forever 
shout His praise and enjoy blessed 
rest and fellowship over there. 


Dear ones, as you read this offer 
up a little prayer for us, then get that 
dollar bill or five dollar bill that the 
Lord has been telling you to send to 
China and send it with a loving letter 
to us. Perhaps it is only a nickle or 
a dime that you can spare but you 
can put it away and add to it from 
day to day and soon you will have a 
dollar. Perhaps you are only a Iit- 
tle boy or girl but you can run er- 
rands and do chores. May be your 
mother or the lady next door would be 
glad to have you help her and would 
give you something for your Foreign 
Mission fund. A little girl missionary 
song says, We shall buy less candy 
and no chewing gum at all, Africa, 
Africa, we will give our pennies week 
by week. Yes, even the pennies help 
so much. 


How. many missionary hens have 
we? In the Book of Doctrines Broth- 
er Tomlinson tells us of a new Eng- 
land woman whose hens tumbled over 
each other in their eagerness to lay 
because she was giving a tenth of her 
egg money-to Foreign Missions. In 
the last Evangel we received we read 
of a Florida sister who is making a 
missionary quilt. The Lord bless her 
and many more just like her. I wish 


I wish I knew her for-her address is 
the same as my old liome. Praise the 
Lord for real missionary interest. 
Unless you have already obeyed the 
Lord so that help is near at hand, we 


shall have to scatter, give up the 
Church of God missionary home which 
the Lord has.so wonderfully given us 
and give up studying the language and 
endeavor to get some English pupils, 
which is about all we can do here. 

It will be about the last of January 
before we can hear from you,'right in 
the dead of winter when we will need 
heavy woolens and furs from, head to 
foot if we go out at all and in doors 
we ‘will need warm fires to keep us 
safely through till spring. But hajle- 
lujah, in spite of the discouraging 
circumstances right now we know the 
Lord is true and He who called us and 
so wondrously led us forth to battle 
bere in the very front trenches where 
the demon power is strongest will not 
leave us or forsake us. He is the 
mighty captain who has never lost a 
battle. the Prince of Peace, Wonder.

He did not 
suffer and die in vain for a lost world. 
He is now pleading and interceding for 
us at the throne of God and this gos- 
pel shall be preached in all the world.
